At that time, when thu parley of Trees be-

[prung up above ground; And paſſing through 
the terrible Birch to Boetia, where [ tooke tn 
my beſt Sap, and came by degrees 104 con/iſt- 
ent growth (which waz not very hiph,in ſomuch

—-— Media inſuperabils Onda. 
She being endowed with thoſe twopropertics which 
that great Regiſter of natures ſecrets requires in an in- 
vincible Country, viz. A ſecure and cafie going our 
for the Native, and a doubtfull hard comming in for 
the ſtranger ; which made the ( rulean God ſo indul- 
gent of his Druiza, and to repolc in her ſuch a rare 
confidence, that beſides the cluffre of Diadems which 
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begirr her high fronded forc-head by land, he tranſmit- 
red to her long ſince his very Trident, making her 
Impreſſe, yea, Empreſſe of the Sea, and rhar inſo bigh 
a degree of Soyeraignty, that in her owne waves, hee 
gave heran Excluſive propriety; in ſo much thattheur- 
moſt extent of her deſmenes royall, ate adjudged; by 
ſome great Clarkes, ro beethe ſhoares of the neigh- 
bouring Forre$ts. 

Whereby ſhe is growne ſo fam through all the in- 
habircd earth, and formidable to the next adjacent regi. 
ons, that maugre all their menaces, pretenfions, and 
practiſes,ſhe gives them the law upon ſalt water;which 
makes her a terror to her foes, a /belterto her friends, 
and ſecurity to her neighbours ; But above all, ſhchath 
thereby a conſtant ſtrength to defend her felfe : And 
[ſelfe defence hath beene alwaies held the firſt maxime of 
policy. 
Much morc might be ſpoken in honour of Drum,

intervene : And never, finceſhe woare the Imperiall 
diademe, was Ampelona ſo potent, nor then, ſo well 
knir and compacted as now ſheis; ſothat it is held a 
maxime, If Ampelona combat nat ber ſelfe, (he u invin- 
cible: 'And this ſhee hath too often done, turning the 
{word of civill broyles into her own. bowels, ſo farre 
that the bell hath often rold, bur never yerring quite 

out for her liberty, which was thought not long fince | 
ro be upon point of expiring; and -no wonder, ſhea- 
bounds fo with quicke ſets and wildings, and a world of 
boyling volatil ſpirits, impatient of peace any longer

Publike famevhath long given our that Elaiana ai- 
meth at the fift Monarchy, be that isa fond conceipr 
of hers and building of CaſHesin the ayre; for ſhe hath 
Tbecne told long ſince by the Oracle, that ſheſhall ne- 
ver attaine it, becauſcall other ſoyles reject her plants, 
and fly from under their ſhadow as the Serpentfrom 
the 4h, who will leap ſooner into a fire: in ſo much 
that from thoſe places to which ſhe gives proteion, ſhe 
Iſeldome hath any affeiom, for the Elaianians arc ob- 
ſcryed topartakeof the naturcof Oile in divers quali- 
ties, therefore moſt properly arcthey governd by the 
Olive. Firſt, Oy'e is obſerved to ſwimme ſtill on the 
rop,and the reaſon the Naturaliſts give, is, becaulc aire 
doth moſt predominatin ir, fo arcthey lifted up with| - 
an ayrie conceipt (for ambition is nought bur ayre ) 
| [that they arc only defign'd tobe Lords Paramount of 
the world. | | 

Oylc will hardly or ncvcr (unlcfle it be well bea- 
ren) mingle and incorporat with any other liquid 
thing : ſo they, wherecſoever they come, doe very 
hardly agree, and ſympathizc with any other Nation. 
Oyle hath a dilating quality, that by ſoft inſenſible

The truth is, that Jeelia is growne up, by an extraor- 
dinary induſtry, ro a mighty height and ſubſiſtence of 
wealth, and navigable power : and the world is now 
at that paſſe, that he who is Lord of theSea, is alſo of 
the ſhore; Nor | dare avouch, did the Romanrepublicke 
though as well {wadled in her infancy, as any thatever 
was, come necre hcrin ſoſhorta time, and ſome ob- 
ſerve that in her proce:dings ſhe drawesto a neare ana- 
logic with the Rm», whcſc two moſt advantagious 
vertues in caſting the foundation of that vaſt monar- 
chy, was paines, and p:rſ1mony; for the firſt, ſhe is ad- 
mirable, ſpecially at Sea, where She \wimmes like the 


|great Leviathan, 'and carricth away Druina's fiſh by 


whole flects, turning them abroad into preſent trea- 
ſure, or bartering them for rich commodities; and 
this. may be ſaid to be one of the maine ſtaples of her 
commerce, It is trafficke that gives her a beirg, in the 
myſtery whereof ſhe over-reacheth all others, for na- 
vigation being hcr only trade, and having little or no 


[lands at all co manure, ſhedigges into thebowels of 


the deep, and having had in times paſs'd bur a few 
fiſher boates, ſhe now diſplayeth her colours through 
all parts of che vaſt Ocean, where any of the windes 
blow, - which from the number of: foure ſhec firſt 
brought to a ſubdiviſion of two and thirty, And of thelc 
foure worthies which compaſlcd theterreſtriall Globe

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one was hers, two of the other of Dru:na. 
And it ſeemes Nature her ſelfe hath purpoſely de- 
{ign'd her Natives and che Country it ſelfe for Naviga- 
tion and Negotiation , Them as I laid before by a dextrous 
kind of propenſity, the Country, by apt poſition ; For ma- 
ny mighty rivers paſhng through her Terricories to 
difimboke themſelves into the Ocean, they may bee 
ſaid to pay her tribute as well as ro Neptune, which 
rivers branching themſclyes into large and. bearing 
ſtreames, doe ſo fitly ſerve one another, and all the 
whole, that it ſcemes dame Nature,in framing humane 
bodics did nor diſcover more providence in the diſtri- 
bution of veines and arteries > the cafic conveyance 
of bloud into each parr, as ſhe hath ſhewd herein dil- 
perfing, and diſpoſing of thoſe waters ſo orderly for 
crafficke; Theſe Rivers bring ber what the large con- 
|tinent of Rhenuſium, and other Ealterne dominions 
uſe to affoord, and ſhe lying betweene them and the 
Seas, furniſherh them with all ſorts of far fetchd forren | 
commodities ; Thus ſhe makes a rarc vertue of necel- 
ſiry, for having almoſt norhingof her owne, yer She | 
[abounds with all things. 
Furthermore it is obſerved that war, which uſerh to 
impoveriſh others, exricheth her, for navall prizes make 
up a good part of her wealth ; Burt while want and war | 
makes her thus trot up and downe, it is queſtiond, if 
her plants were rooted in ome elfe fufficient ſoyle,whe- 
cher they would ſtill continue ſo induſtrious , or whe- 
ther chey would fubfift as well if they were ſuffered 
ro relt in a ſupine and perfe&t peace, as they haye done 
hitherto in war ; peace leaving every oneto attend his 
particular pleaſure or profit, while the apprehenfions 
of feareintime of warremakeall concur for rhecom- 
monfafery : And the long familiar habitade, rhey have 
had of armesis ſuch, that they have as much certain- 
| ric 
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tie in their art of War, as others have in theirs of peace. 

Touching theſe doubts I will notundertake their 
deciſion, but leaveitto them, who have feltthe pulle 
of their diſpoſitions longer then I There is no part 
of the habirablecarth, conſidering the {mall circuit of 
territory Lroncia hath, where there is a greater number 
of martiall inſtruments, for the Olive cut his Ragged 
ſtaffe out of one of theſe Groves, at firlt, where there 15 
allo a greater confluence of all ſorts of exoticke plants, 
and where one may find more diftcring rites, cultomcs 
and tempers of humors. They that border upon Am- 
pelona are quicke, vivacious and approaching the con- 
verſable nature of their neighbours: They thar- ſpring 
up in the middle part, which are theright L:onciaus, 
ſomewhat more (low, and retird. The Utelians diſcre- 
pant from both, reſpe&leſle of gentry, of few words, 
for they barrel up commonly more then they can|- 
broach, and ſo may be ſaid ro be ike a great buttle with 


cumſpet in negotiating, ſpecially when they have bin 
rampering with the Vine or the hop, and are dabbled a 
lictle with their liquor. T hey are of a homely out-ſide, 
and heaviein action, which heavineſle is recompenced 
with two notable advantages, adwiſedneſie and perſe 
mverance,mighty friends to great attempts ; And all this 
may be imputed to the property of the ſoyleirlelfe, 
which being all twixt marſh aad mooriſh, hath fuch 
a qualifying force, that when plants of a more vivaci- 
ous temper come to ingraft amongſt the Willowes aud 
Ofeers, their imps preſently partake rather of the na- 
ture of the ſoyle, then the ſtocke, and ſo doeall ani- 
mals elſc. 

Having thus traversd the diameter of Ampelona, 
vitited Elaiana, paſs'd through Leoncia, and taken ſuch 


a paincfull ſuryay of Delia, and her afociated Groves, I 
ſhou!d|

This is ſhe, who had three great 
Kings her Captives at once, who made one of herrey- 
all Okes carry awvay in triumph Ampelonas Lillies upon 
his victorious branches where they have growne and 
bloſſom1 ever ſince. The Imperiall Cedar ſervd under 
her colours, quartering his armes with hers, and recei- 
ving pay himlſelfe; And in that Martial Forre8? of 
Ampelona, her exploits: were ſo admirable, thatithath | 


beene queſtiond, and that by no meane Critickes, whe-| 
F Oo ther | 
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ther her's there, or ſometimes Rome's high feates of 
armes againſt the Haunibalian Carthage were more dit- 
ficult and glorious. 

This is ſhee that performd ſuch coſtly expeditions 
and Marrtiall pilgrimages to the upper world, andin 
her voyage thither (as a revenge for inhoſpirality) con- 
querd the Citherean Iſle, and for her exemplary prowes 
was offered the Crowne of the bolie$F of Citties, and 
more then once the Imperiall diademe of che weſterne 
world ; Her Monarques living in that ſublimity and 
largenefſe of repute, that they were taken to beethe 
common Arbirters. of Soveraigne quarrells up and 
downe the world. In fine this is ſhe who of late yeares 
ray{d the Willowes to ſuch a hcight from a company of 
Shrabbs, by preſerving them from being cruſhed by the 
ragged Staffe of that broad ſpreading Olive Elaianas King, 
whom the exhauſted and reduced to ſuch an exigent, 
that by publique Declaration he proclaimd himſelfe 
inſolvent of thoſe vaſt ſummes hee had taken upon 
credit, whereby it was then ſayd, Hee made moreill 
faces up and downe amongſt the Banquiers on the Exchanges, 
then ever that famous Þ ainter Michael Angelo made good. 
This is ſhewho cloathes not onely her owne natives 
and circumiacent neighbours, but the remoteſt regions 
of the carth with her rich fleeces, where the innocent 
creatures that beare them in that exuberancy, being 
free from the affrightments of all ſavage and rapacious 
animalls, feed ſecurely upon the luxurious honyſuckled 
- |earrh;,which dame nature, by a moſt exact diſtribution 
(2s if ſhe had. wantonizd and plaied the Bavvd wich 
her ſelfc) hath cutout into varieties of ſportfull plaines, 
fertile valleyes, and delightfull hills, whoſe bowells in

them, yea in time of peace: Nor in civill cauſes could 
they implead or commence ſure againſt any of the 
Druinians,or imbud, ingraffe, infoliat or inoculat upon any 
of them unleſle he were formerly infranchizd by char- 
rer of denization ; ſo that the mcere Luranians were 
reputed, out-lawes, enemies and Aliensin their owne 


ſoyle, But this may be aſcrib'd nor ſo much to the| 


policy of Druina,as to the great ones that came thither 
from her to plant themſelves and puſh ona fortune, 
who diſlwaded the communication of Druinaslawes 
to the natives,becaule they might oppreſſe,{poyle,rob, 
peele, proyne, and grubbethem up at pleaſure, In theſe 


[unſertled times many of Druina, and of late years of 


Cardenia alſo tooke firme rooting in the belt and Fatreſ# 
ſoyles of Lurana, ſo thatthey are growne ſinceto a no- 
table height ; Amongſt whom (now that I treat of 
Trees) the (orke did thrive wonderfully, and no doubr 
bur by a ſingular benediction from above, the dew of 

EE ; heaven | 
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| appeares in all his branches, which heſecs graftedupon 
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heaven talling fo plearitully upon his endeavours, as 


noble ſcurcheons and honourable ſhields ;{o that he may 
be calld che miracle of his time, all things confidered. 
Another reaſon that hindred a ſertled peace, and pe- 
riod of this conquelt, was thoſe valt proportions of 
lands which were diſtribured among Druinas Adven- 
turers, which were ſuch, thatthe whole Forreſt was in 


a manner cantonizd amonglt a very few in num-| 
ber, of whom ſome had regal! rights, there being 
cight County Palatines at once where theroyall writ 
could notrunne ; They had alfo implicit Commiſſhon 
lefr to diſcretion, and not tied to any regular forme of 
plantation , And thoſc hugetra&s of ground they lor- 
ded over begat wealth, wealch uſherd in pride, and pride 
rumulcuary contentions amongſt themſelves, which 
gave the Luranians advantage to fiſh in thoſertroubled 
waters for their liberty,and make often encroachments 
upon them ; But had the Oke himſelfe gone to the Forreſt, 
the inferior Trees had not ſhot up ſo high. 
Another miſtake was, that the firlt undertakers 
made ill choice of the ſeates of their habications, for 
they erected forts and houſes inthe open plains,turning 
the Natives into the Woods and places of taſtneſle, 
whence they made cruprions and retraicts at pleaſure, 
and whereas Ceſar ſometimes ſpake of the Scyrhians, 
Difficilius erat invenire, quam incere ; 

Theſe were the over-fights in civill policy, now 
there were alſo ſome in the conduct of the marriall af- 
faires ; firſt, the ſmall handfulls of Souldiers Druina 
ſear, which came cither unſcaſonably, or ill accom- 
modated and payed. Then the cold purſute of the 
maine defigne, which like fire newly kindledunder 
greens wood, was often madeto flaſh a little, and fo 
lefr ro goe out. So that for the reduction of this [pa- 
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| therein her owne lawes, and utterly extirpating all 


| branches, making the beames af juſtice to bee equally 
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cious Forre$t to a perfect rule of obedience, —— 
ttood all this while in her owne light, and could 10: 
ſee the Wood for Trees : untill there ſprung up a nota- 
ble Virago a Princely female, for whom ir ſeemes the 
high band of providence had as it were pointed our, 
and reſervd this exploit ; who belides the ſuppreſſion 
of ſome inteſtine rebellions in her owyne Forreſt the 
rayling of Ttelia to a free and faire Grove of Willowes, 
and reaching her Princely boughsto ſettle the Crowne 
of Ampelona upon the right royall Vine, beſides the na- 
vall wars with Elaiana, and ſundry other coſtly diver- 
fions,yet ſhe made a full and finall conqueſt of Lurana; 
And this worke was done in a fulnefle of time, and 
concurrence of all telicity, when her royall ſucceſfor was 
to bring another Soyeraigne Crowne to aggrandize,and 
adde to the Imperiall and triumphant glory of Druina. 
Her predeceſſors in their courle of governement did 
but ſometimes caſt up the ground, and (o leaving it 
fallowe, it becamequickly oregrowne with weeds , But 


d] 


ſhce like a great houſwife did caſt ſeedintoir, ſowing 


other , ſhe did #ngraffe all upon one ſtocke, making no 
difference twixt the Luranian and them of Druina, by 
which coalition ſhe received all alike into her imme- 


diat protection under the ſafe ſhadow of her Royall 


diſplayed upon all with like luſtre. Yet for all chis 
there was little returne of the vaſt expence of treaſure 
that might have ſervedto purchaſe asgreata Crowne, 
Which was imployed to compaſle theſe ends, nor 
could Luraxa though a moſt copious Countrey of her 
ſelfe, bee brought by any parfimonious policy to ſup- 
port her ſelfe, 9 ſtill Draina muſt part with her very 
radicall moyſture, and waft her owne vitall ſpirits to 
preſerve her authority there, untill that of late yeares the

So then , this linke of mutual! conſervation en-

All the neighbouring Forrefls [tood at a gaze, envy- 
ing this high felicitie : 'The Yine, the Firre, the Myrtle, 
the Willowes , ſent to congratulate and comply with 
Druina; but above all other,che Olive, ſo ſhrewdly /ba- 
ken before by her. 

To performe which worke , the prime Officer of | 
Honour Elaiana had by Land,was ſent Ambaſladour, 
and thar in a moſt high and courtly manner, to pre- 
ſent the newly cathroniz'd O KE with a Branch of 
Olive, the Embleme of Peace, and Elaiana's ancient Cog 
niſance : Which being accepted, Druina in correſpon- 
dence of State, ſent her prime Ofjicer at Sea, her Thalaſ- 
fiarcha,in ſuch a ſplendid equipage, that Elaiana rings 
of the renowne of ic, to this day. The parts adjoyning 
to Elaiana's royall Court did ſo ſtrayne themſelves to 
cntertaine and welcome him , with his numerous 
Traine, that ſome yearcs paſſed, before they could re- 
cover themſelves many miles abour : for ſo grateful! 
was his Errand, being an Embaſlie of Pcace, and fo 
bitter were the reſentments and farall effects of the for- 
mer Warrc, that young and old did bleſſe him as he 
paſſed, deeming he had beene ſome Angell deſcended 
from Heaven, and that his attendants were ſome kind: 
of Seraphins, they ſo admirdtheir comclineſſe, whith 
did unbeguile the vulgar of the odde opinion the Loyo- 
lifts had formerly infuſed into them, by their concio- 
natoric Invectives , That the Druinians, {ince they left 
Pertropolts weretransformd into ſtrange horrid ſhapes; 
ſome having Dogs heads,others Swines countenances,

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A greater example hereof there could not bethen in | 
this great "Puiſſant Prince, a Prince in whom nothing 
of worth was wanting, a patterne of all heroique ver- 
tues, except that he was tranſported ſometimes too far 
by that Sexe, which overcame the fir, the Frongeſt, 
and wiſeF, that ever were of humane race. = 
Wonderfull he was in a&ts of peace and warre, hee 
had bin victorious in foure maine battailes, before he 
could peaceably weare the Crowne, hee weededthe 
Kingdome of ſuch as were devoted to Elaiana, and 


[manumizd ir, from that molt dangerous confederacy 


which was fermenting many yeares, weakaiog it by 
armes, bur daſhing itto peeces by wit. 

For his Acts of peace, he inrichd Ampeloyua with a 
greater proportion of filke and wooll, he beautified her 
in many places with ſumptuous ſtruCtures, cut paſſages 
ewvixt great Navigable Rivers, and was liketo do the 
like twixr Sea and Sea. And ſome ſay he had a defigne 
to erect ſuch a ſpirituall independent dignity in Awpe- 
lona, that his ſubjets ſhould not neede to clammer the 
hills ſo ofcen tp Perropolis; he diſmorgagd the Crowne 
demeanes, made an increaſe of munition, armes and 
treaſure, and left behind a maſle of Gold that ſurmoun- 
red the height of a Lance ; And all this may be aſcribd 
co his ovvne activeneſle, ; 


For, as for the outward windowes of his 


|Soule, he was rarely quicke and perſpicacious, ſo was 


hee inwardly Eagle-cyed, and perfectly verſd in the 
humours of his ſubjes. And fuch a great Artift hee 
was ingovernment, that hepreſervd Awpelona (which 
abounds more then one part of the Earth beſides with 
boyfterous ſpirits and hot working braines) twenty 
yeares together without the leaſt tintamarre or noiſc of 
commotion : 


| A brave ſprightfull Prince hee was, compoſed 
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of juch a mould , that though hee wanted bur 
very tew yearcs of his grand Climacterique, when 


the mortall Stab was given him ; yet the Anato- 


miſts adjudgd, That if Nature had becne ſufferd to 
have runne her owne courſe in. him , without this 
facall interruption , hee might have doubled his 
Age. | 
Never was there Monarch, that Lorded more 
over his Subjects hearts : Which, as in many pal- 
ſages of his Life , ſo after his Death. ir appeard ; 
when by che univerſall Vote, hee was eternizd to 
future Ages with the Title of GREAT, and thar| 
his Statues ſhould be crectcd in all the Mart Townes 


of Ampelona.

The Martiall Vine being thus cs downe , Ampe- 
lona fell under a Female Government, ( a Female of 
rare endowments and Princely worth ) untill che 
ſucceeding young royal! (jon ſhould come to matu- 
ritie : And they ſpeake of.an old Law, That the 
Heire of AMPELONA's (,rowne'ts adjudgd then to 
bave paſid his Minoritie, when he 14 growne to the height 
of a Sword. So thar during this Government, it may 
be fayd (notwithſtanding the contrarie Proyerbe.; )

Not long after the Uine, the mightic: Olive his 
neighbour fell, who with his Beages was ſayd to pre- 
ſerve all his time his ſpacious Dominions,as his-Impe- 
riall Grandfiredid by the Pike, and his Sire, that great 
Mazmof his dayes,by the Pex; who,forſome rare ver- 
rues thac dwelt in him, I cannot pretermit with ſilence, 
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He was the greateſt Conqueror of himſclfe , and 
King of his owne affections, that ever was ; being 
alwayes at home within himſelfe,in an admired equall 
temper of humors : No change at all was found in 
him at good or bad Events , or any fudden tumultu- 
arice Chance; whereof I will give a few notable in- 
ſtances. | 

After that memorable great Battaile and Navall 
Expedition againlt Alcharona, ( when all ©Bombycina, 
with the adjacent Iflands , were at the ſtake ) was 
wonne, the relation being brought him, what a glo- 
rious Victorie was got, and with what difficultic, and 
how long ſhe fluttred upon the wings of doubttull 
ſucceſle,he was not ſurpriz'd a whit with any exulting 
motions of joy, onely he ſayd, That his Brother, who 
was Generaliſimo in the ſervice, had Tenturd very farre : 
And it was the firſt time that he ever daignd to ſtile 


| him Brother, though they were of the ſame Stock, but 


he a Branch of the wild Olive. Theſe were the moſt 
important and gladſomſt tidings that poſlibly could 
be brought him, both concerning himſclfe and all the 
Welterne world,as the caſe then ſtood. 

For ill newes alſo, he was the ſame : For, in that 
mightic Expedition againſt Drnina, when the very 
Virgin newes was brought him of the moſt diſaſtrous 
miſcarriage of his Flect, that monſtrous Sea-Gianteſle, 
the hack that ever ſpread ſayle upon ſalt water, take 
Bulk and Building together ; when all che circumſtan- 
ces were punQtually related unto him , he was not 
movd ajot from himſelfe, but calmely ſayd, He had 
ainſs DRuINA, not againſt the 
Deitic of Heavey. And theſe were the ſaddeſt newes 
chat poſlibly could come. :This having beene an En- 
terpriſe ſo much ruminated upon, ſo moulded and 


marurd by cime, with infinite expence; the —_

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Tempeſts, at ill or fortunate Occurrences, he was 


pected contingencic , were it of neyer ſo great con-

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of the Act confirmd and animated by a {peciall Bene- 


ſuch a cerrirude and infallibilitic of hopes and pre- 
ſumprions, that in Perropols there were Bonefires al- 
readic made, in joy of the Conquelt of Draina. Yet, 
at the ſayd long expected relation, there appeared not 
in him the leaſt alteration or reſentment in the world, 
for the miſcarriage of this Mightic Action , and In- 
vincible Fleet, as ſhe was tearm'd , which prov, as 
one ſayd, but a kind of Morrice-dance upon Druina's 
Waves: 

Another time, being ſhut up a whole day in his Clo- 
ſet, to diſpatch ſome private inſtructions for Leoncta, 
abour the time of her firſt revolt ; and bringing them 
forch fairely written, to be drycd , his then Secretarie 
(char famous miniſter of State ) being with the ſud- 


box all oyer the Writings, and ſo defac'd rhem , that 
they were made altogether illegible. : This did not 
a whit ſtirre him, but calmely call'd. for more Pa- 
per, to reſcribe them , ſhewing him the difference 
ewixt the Ink-box and Sand-box , againſt the next 
time.

one of Druinas Monarques, hee was uſed to ſtand in the 
darke to others, but he made all the world ro ſtand inthe light 
to bim. He would often complaine againſt his Siſter of 
Druina, in that ſhe fomenred the Tielians his owne na- 
rurall Subjc&ts againſt him, thar ſhee intercepred his 
Treaſure, and countenanced her Capraines to robbe 
him in (,olwntiva, and all this without provocation 
as he thought, pretending that hee had defervd other- 
wiſe of her, by being once the chicfeſt inftrument of 
ſaving her life, and reſtoring herto liberty, and ha- 
ving: an Ambaſſador. reſident then ar her Courr, 
when theſe traverſes of Enmitic happened. Hee 
was a great example of PiEtT1E in his kinde, 
and that in ſo intenſe a degree, that he was uſed ro fay, 


If he knew the Princely plant which firſt ſprun 'g 


ligion, hee would have his brea5t ripped up, and 
thoſe thoughts plucked out of him, nay he wonld 


[gather ſtickes himſelfe to burne him. 


- \The, cauſe of the ſo carely fall of that Prince is a 
riddle to thishoure, but. onetimein a gay humour he 
wiſhed .in the hearing of his Sire, hee had Flaiands 


Crowne uporr his head but onely oneday ; And this 
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extravagant wiſh (as 'rwas thought) did him no good, 
for not long after, he was tranſplanted into the other 
World'by an immature Fare. 

Another Argument, or rather Monument, of the 
Pictie of this Platonique Prince, was that Worke of Won- 
der,that glorious Structure, which with expence of 
eight Millions of Treaſure,and twentie three yeares of 
Fime, ( he himfelfe enjoying the contentment of ir 


twelve whole yeares after it was finiſhd) he cauſd to 


be erected, in memorie of that famous Batraile he got 
againſt Ampelona, being then in Leoncia : And not as 
much in honour of the day, as of the Martyr, waole 
day ir was; proportioning rhe Fabrique to the ſhape 
of chat Inſtrument he ſuffered upon.

| his Dominions in Fee of him; and amongſt the teſt, 
| Hipparcha, which-is, one of the faireſt Flowers of his 
Crowne; bcing the moſt delicious Soyle of all *Bombi- 
cina: and this he deraines from the Ivie, much againſt 
his will , for he ſhould be-the true poſleſlorie; Lord 
thercof : But the Olive diſpenſeth with his Conſcicnce, 
to paſſe it over with a Complement,and a Heriot once 
every yeare, though he incurre the thunder of an un- 
avoidable Curſe thereby. Bur it is obſcrvd,thar thar 
brave prauncing Courler, which Hipparcha gives for

The Ivie, by the degrces aforcſaid, being led by ſuch 
another Genius,it ſcemes, as the firſt Nurſerie of Plants 
*Petropolis had, who varniſhd all their attempts with a| 
{ingular revercnceto the Gods , came from very ſmall 
beginnings to a ſtupendious height. /But there is one 
{hrewd brand on:it, that his greateſt Patron opencd a 
way to the Empire by a black way, of perfidiouſneſlc 
and Treaſon, in felling downe that (edar, which was 
his licge Lord and Maſter 3 and to comply with the 
Ivie, condeſcended to give him, none cairn benefits, 
- |Perropoles for his Court. Ever ſince, the great Arch- 
Flamin hath wonderfully thriven : for proceeding to 
dominecre over,and captivate the nobleſt part of the 
intelletuall Creature, he aſſumd power to depoſe.So- 
veraigne Princes, to difpoſe of their Diademes, and to 


diſpenſe | 
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diſpenſe with heir ſubjects from all ryes of .naturall 
obedience. And ſo liberall he hath beene, as to give 
away Druina ( which he tearmd hu inexhau$ted Source) 
once to the Vine, another time to the Olive; but with

Moreover, this great Arch-Flamin amuſd the world, 
That he was indued with the Spirit of infallibilicic, 
Thar he was a ſpeaking Scripture ; fo that, Hereſic was 
defind to be nothing elle all the world over, then az 
opinion in boly things contrarie to bu decifion, Andeaſic 
it was to induce the Poplas's ro belecve this, who were 
allowd no other Bookes bur Images; and taught be- 
and that in praying,God Almightie would underſtand 
them well enough, chough they did nor underſtand| 
themſelves, northe words whercin they prayed : And: 
in ſuch Oriſons, hows ic poſlible that the heart and: 
congue ſhould be Relatives 2 . E 
Bur ftrange it ſecmes to.me, that He who is moun-' 
ted to this high Office, ſhould be quite out of the 
reach of all Error, (for, commonly when one climbes very 
bigh, bis bead i ſubief to turne ) conſidering, how:

- \ Bur of late: yeares , that wy Ln, and irre- | 
fragable Socictic| of the Loyoliſts haye proppd #p the 
Tvie ; ſo thar all their conſultations and ſtudie tends 
co aggrandize him, to render him ſole and ſupreme 
| Lord of all-cheEarth :'And,as for the Spirituall Power

And whereas Hee being a Spirit oughtto bee ſervd 
in ſpirit, and chiefely with interne worſhip, and in- 
graven onely inthe Tables of the heart, moſt of His 
ſervice came now to bee externe in ſhewes and repre- 
ſentations, His Temples being filled with: certaine 
kindes of Antique faces and great Puppets in every 
corner , fothat Petropolis became (as a little after her 
firſt foundation ſhe was) a meere Grove of Idols. 

Moreover the minde was caried away with 
ſuch a fond conceipt, that Heaven, and that eter- 
nall weight of glory which is reſerved there for the 
Bleſſed, might be over-merited by ſurpluſage of works; 


Whereas there was never any proportion yet 
twixt infinity and things finite ; nor was this 


Earth ever held but an indtviſible point, anda 


thing of no dimenſion at all in reſpet of the 
Heavens ; and there ſhould be alwayes a kind of 
proportion twixt the worke ant the reward. 


Thus they«thought to climbe up to Heaven, upon 
the Tree of their owne Merits, whereas they ſhould 
have obſerved that the Publican was bid to come downe 
the Tree, before Grace could deſcend upon him.

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After this unlucky brood of errors, there crept in 
odde Philoſophicall ſubtilties, and forc'd termes of 
Art, which did much puzzle Sacred Theologie, and 
threw as it were dirt in her face, with their claſſhicall 
diftin&tions, cavills, quiddities, and ſorransformd her 
co a meere kinde of ſophiftry and logomachy.

They thinke they can never fly farre enough from her, 
whereby many of chem fttiving to fly from ſuper/?#tion 
fall into flat prophaneſſe,' holding this hatred of Petro- 
polis to bee a poynt of holineſle ; ſo that they may bee 
ſayd to hate her Religion rather, then the corriup#i0n 
which depraves it ; Nay ſuch is their malignancy in

The ltelians and rhe old Fox of Ardennes, with Druinas 
Teatelt Arch-Flamin , did mainely advance the worke, 
together with the Princely Orenge, and the W:illowes, but

which ſhe fprang, gave but cold cqnſent thereunto,and 
it was thought it leſſened ſome part of her naturall 
affe&tion rowards her eyer after. Yet Altapinus was 
admitted a Suicor, and as he was in hot purſuite of this 
brave attempt of love, behold a moſt mournefull acci- 
dent. of fare intervenes ; the fall of that brave Standel, 
which ſhould have immediatly ſucceeded theRoyall 
Oke, in all his Dominions , This ſtrucke an Earth- 
quake into all hearts for the preſent, which were af- 
tected wich various pasſions of griefe, feare, amaze-| 

ment, 
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ment, and darke ſuſpitions, that in regard his fall \« as 
ſo immature and ſudden, ir could nor bee without 
ſome ſiniſter praiſe of violent meanes, nor can ſome 
bee wean'd from that conceit to this day, impuring the 
cauſe of it to a precocitie of Spirit and valour in him, 
| and thar therefore ſome infe&ious Southerne Aire did 
blaſt him. But this is certaine that there was intelli- 
gence of it in Elaianas Court amongſt the Laranian 
Loyoliſts a prety while before his fall. 

This incomparable Prince was ſo lamented, that 
all kind of Trees throughout the whole Forreſt hung 
downe their heads, and ſeemd ro be turnd to (ypreſſes 
for the time, which being expird, the nuprtialls of 
Prince Altapinus were conſummated, and when the 
conjugall knot was a tying, the Princely Bride was ob- 
ſeryd to bee poſſeſſd with a ſudden apprehenſion and 
| | [eruptions of joy, which as the iron decree of fate would 
have it, turnd after into many pangs, God wor, of an. 
| {guiſh andſorrow, ' 
| { For being bur a fewy yeares ſettled in Rhenyfium,during 
| © | which time all the neighbouring Princes envied their 
high felicity; Behold che {edar, by the inſtigation of 
the Loyoliſts, fell 'out with! the Homebians who had 
elected him to be their King, provided that he would: 
keepe their priviledges inviolable, but they alleadging 
hee had :nffinged them, they would continue no lon- 
ger under the ſhelter of his bowghs, but ſhooke him 
off, tore his Seales, and reſumd liberty to chooſe ano- 
cher King. 

Hereupon they made a proffer of their Crowne (1 
| cannor ſay it was the mayden proffer) to Pr: Altapi- 
mu , who conſulring upon it, though not ſo tature]y, 
as the difaftrous events ſhewd afterwards, accepted it. 
Many there were Which animated him thereunto, and 
| [amongſt other motives of incitement they uſd, one was,

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that if be had courage enowgh to adventtre thon the faireSt 
branch, and ſole of that kind of Druinas Royall Oke, be

'Thus he went triumphantly ro Homebia where hee 
was inaugurated and crownd king with many high 
expreſſions of joy and triumph. 

Abour theſerimes behold a farall torch appearcd in 
the Heavens, placed there by the great Aki 
the world,to forewarne Mortals of their miſeries, And 
the direfullſt cffects it produc'd were under that clime : 


T hoſe blazing lampes which in this latter age 
bad appeared in the aiteriſmes of (\aftiopaia, 
the Serpent and Swan brought not forth ſuch 
horrid events as this in the VikRGln fene. 

7t were to digreſſe from the ſcope of this 
diſcourſe , to make diſquiſition whether theſe 
unuſuall lights be hoſpites or Fndigene,new- 
come gueſts or old Inhabitants in Heaven, 
or whether they bee meere meteorologicall im- 
preſsions not tranſcending the upper Region, or 
whether to bee rank'd amongſt celeſtiall 
bodies ; leave the indagation of this high 
cauſe to the Diſciples of Johannes de ſacro 
boſco of Tohn of holy buſh, it being not the 
ſubjeft of my Trees at this time.

ceaſe not to this very houre ; and that with ſuch 
fury, that in many places the bed cannot privi- 
ledge the ſick, nor the cradle the ſuckling,nor the 
great belly the Embryo, nor the Tribunall 
the eMagiftrate, nor the Altar the Prieſt: 


Thechiefc grounds of all which,was imputed to chis 
revolt ofthe Homebians,from the Cedar.For the heavens 
bright eye hadſcarce run one whole carrcere through 
the Zodiake, but cowards that ſeaſon of greateſt mirth 
throughout the whole yearc,The Cedar had capitulated 
with the Elder, (who from that time forward fell ficke 
of the gall, (a diſcaſc incident to old rrees ) againſt Mta- 
pinus, though he was the principall branch of his ſtock) 
ro muſter up certaine military forces to his uſe,for the 


try to him, with which forces, though fewer in num- 
ber, and tyred with long marches, he ſuddenly aſſailed 
Altapinus his royall army, and got the day. The Flder 
purſued his victory to the very walls , where 4ltapinus 
with the Princely Carbaſiis raignd, and being ſurpriz'd 
were conſtrain'd to flye in confuſd manner with halfe 
bag and baggage. 

Thus the Inconſtant goddeſſe turnd her wheeleabour, 
and for this ſhadowy Crown madehim looſethe ſub- 
ſtance, viz. his Princely inheritance, the braveterrito- 
ries of Baccharia. Some there are which thought ir 


much that Alzapinwappeard not himſeife inthe ficld, 
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the day of this bartaile, in regard his newly worne 
FB Crowne; 
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Crowne ſtood upon the fortune of it, And that ha- 
ving good ſtore of treaſure in calh hee ſuffered his 


{ Souldicrs to bee heartleſſe, and ready ro mutiny for 


pay, moſt of that treaſure falling afterwards a bootie 
ro the enemy. 


Rhenufitm came at laft with the Princely Carbafily to 
telia, where the martiall Orenge well-comd her with 
high demonſtrations of joy, and his firſt congratula- 
tion was, that if ſh: bad beene the Maſculine Plant, Ho- 
mebias Crowne had never beene loſt ſo ſlightly. 

And good reaſon they had to be welcometo Feelia, 
for it is morethan conjecturd, that t'was ſhe who put 
Prince Altapinu upon this fatall enterpriſe to advance 
her owne ends. For the truce with Flaianabcing then 
upon point of expiring,the had no hope to draw Drui- 
nas Monarke, whoſe genius was ſo ſtrongly bent for 
peace, but by theſe meanes,into military engagements, 
that fopart of Elaianas ſtrength might fall upon him : 
bur Tteiia reckond without her hoſt in this point. 
For the firſt tydings being brought him of that un- 
dertaking, Hee calls his ſages together, and ina pro- 
found ſence of ſorrow, and a kind of propheticke ſpi- 
rit (and the Oke of all other Trees is ow fatidicall )told 
them, what a fearefull infortunare buſineſſe this would 
prove; And that the youngest there amongſt them ſhould 
not ſee the end of it , which by ſad experience hath provd 
ro0 true, & yer continucth. Moreover he was uſd to ſay 
chat the Homebians madeuſeof Altapinus, as the Fox did 
of the Catts foot to pull the Apple ont of the fire for bs own 
eating : And from that day to his laſt, he diſavowed the 
A&, nor would heaffoord Altapinw theritle of King, 
alleadging that it would bee a dangerous preſidentto 
juſtific the tumultuary uprifings of fubjedts in thar 


kind againſt their King.

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And as this diſaſtrous buſineſſe begun with an omi- 
nous Comett, ſo there hath anill planetr, hung overir 
ever ſince, for ſcarce any cnterpriſchath 4 ey in 
the procedure of it, but one calamity ftill uſherdin 
another. Fin unius mali, Gradus eſt futuri. As if ſome 
ill-boding Mandrake had beene found our, and grubd 
up in *Baccharia, at the beginning of this farall under- 
raking. The Cedar having thus debelld the Homebians, 
roare the labells of moſtof their ancient lawes, made 
new ordinances, and put fome of them ro exquiſite 
rorments, pretending that, that Crowne belongd no 
more to him by Elz#10x, bur that he was thcir proprie- 
tary Liege Lord by (/onqueſi. Nor did he hold this to 
be an cquall reparation for the indignity he had recei- 
ved by Altapinu,but made his recourſe to his Nephew 


the Olive, whom he partly intreated as being the ftron- | 


gelt of his ſtocke (and therefore ſhould be ſenſible of 


the affront) and partly ſummmond him as being Prince | 


of the Rhenuſian Empire, and holding Leoxcia and 
other territories in homage of him, to ath{t him with 
ſome auxiliary forces, to vindicat this high diſgrace, 
which was done him by Altapinus. 7 
Hereupon the Olive lent him his great Captaine 
the Thorne, with the lower of his forces in Leoncia, 
who ſhortly after invaded Baccharia (Altapinus his anci- 
ent patrimony, and ( arbafil joynture) whereof hee 
impatronizd himſelfe without ſcarce one ſtroakegi- 
ven; though at that time the Princes that were his 
confederates, had in a ready martiall equipage twiſc 
the number the Thorne had : Bur it feemes they all 
prov'd ſtupid unweldy blockes, and they colourd their 
cowardife with ſome preſumptions they had, that 
Dolu verſabatur in Generall ; ' 1 
vas —_—_— before hand with Elaianargold.

In Elaiaza, that ancient Elme , which bore up that 
ſpacious Monarchie like another Atlas, and ſervd as a 
mightie Prop to the Olive , and did what he would in 
Petropoly tor ſo many yeares , was removd from the 
Helme : bur fore-ſeeing the ſtorme which was like to 
fall upon him from the Secular power , hee willy 
cransformd himſelfe into an Yew ; and 'tis well 
knowne , what high prerogatives the Yews. have in

Hercupon He,with his new Conſort, being after an 
exact Scrutinie, found by the Sages of the Lavv to be 
rivieto this black A, were adjudgd to be ſtruck off 
by the ſtroake of Iuſtice : but by the clemencie of the 
Royall Oke ( who never quite forſooke any whom he

And as in naturall privations , there is no 
receſiion to habit, ſo is it commonly in the fa-

But the inferiour inftruments in this black AR, ſuf- 
ferd : Which gave occaſion to ſome Critiques abroad, 
to compare DRuUINA's Lawes to them of SOLONS, 
that were like Cobwebs , through which great Flyes broke 
out, while the ſmall ones were intangled. 

Nor did the firſt a& of this, doe any good to the 
honour of the Civill Lavves of Draina. Yet a notable 
piece of exemplarie luſtice was ated uponthe Guardian 
of Druina's prime Fortreſſe ; who being found onely 
privie to ſome of theſe paſſages, was doomd to death, 
to the terror of others, for berraying that high cruſtchar 


belongs to that Office : And his death was the more

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remarkable, becaulc he confeſs'd, that Heavens juſt 
judgeinent was fallen upon him; in regard, that to re- 
ſtraine himſelfe from Gaming, whereunto he was ex-

often broke afterwards) T hat if he played any more,a» 
; boveſuch a value,he might ſuffer upon ſuch a fatal Tree. 

That nimble Eirenarch (fo cryed up by Reports )who 
then {tood at the Helme ot the Law, wherein he was 
fo active, that Druinas Monarch was uſd to ſay, He was 
like a Cat throw him which way you would he would light on 
his feet : This luſticerproceeded with that acrimonie 
ro cut downe this(now-pittied) great Tree, with his high- 
deſcended Mate,and others, that of their ſprigs he made 
a Rod for himiclte; for ever after, he went alwayes de- 
clining : which ſomeheld to be a deſerved judgement 
upon him,in regard he was often obſeryd to inſulc up- 
on miſcrie,and toloaſe a Life ſoonerthena leaſt, when 
he ſat upon the Tribunall of Iuſtice. | 

In 4Ampelona allo, about this conjuncture of time, a 
politique Plant of Bombicina's growth, being by the fa- 
vour of thar ſtately Tree, out of which chetiow reenant 
Vine ſprouted forth, made to over-tofr all the reſt of the 
noble and Princely Elmes iathat Forreſt , was at the 
Gate of the Royall Court ſuddenly felld,draggd up and 
downe, his privaett parts lopp'd of, miſerably chopp'd, 
and the remainder of his body reducd to alhes,where- 
of parrwas hurld into the ayre, part into the water, to 
extfoguiſh the very memorie of him. While this Tra-

The procedure of this buſtneſle ſeemd very ſtrange 
co the world, that the Royall Vine, having alreadie al- 
ſumd the Character of Iu s T, ſhould give way, that 
ſuch a horrid'Tragedic ſhould be acted in his owne 
Royall Palace, (for Palaccs of Kings ſhould be Sanctu- 
arics) and that the Delinquent was not procceded a- 
gainft, by Legall forme of Law, till after this violent 
Death, which preceded the Sentence of Condem- 
Nation: EE, 

He that ſuccceded him in favour , did ſuddenly 
make ſuch a flight, that from vulgar Shrubs, he made 
himſelfe,and ewo more which were nearcſt ro him in 
ftock,to be rankd amongſt the ralleft Elmes in Ampelona : 
yet he fell alſo by a kind of farall deſtinie (Peſtilenriall, 
chough nor ſo precipitate ) in the firſt hear of the 
Warres againſt che Ewſebians, ro which he had incited 
his Royall Maſter.

Rocalino being come with no lefle difficulty rhen 
danger to the O.ives royall Courr, the firſt rhing hee 
did was to diſpatch a poſt preſently ro Draina to carry 
newes of his ſafe arrivall there. Thar night and next 
day after there were darke whiſpers up and down, bur 
cowards the evening Yillerio went privately to the roy- 
all palace where he had audience, and whence Chenan-

The Royall Olive him- 
ſelfe accompanicd him , with all the flower of his 
Court, and alwaycs from that day to the very laſt he

| have come thither to treat of 4 mariage, but 
to fetch hume a Wife; Now fmce his Maje- 
ſity alleadgd that the late holy Archflamin 
b-ing 00+, hee cannot proceed further with- 
out the approbation of Meliſſanus the newly | 
Ele, hee defird him to confider that if his 
eMajeitie bad a ſpirituall fire to comply 
withall, hee had a naturall fire to obey , which 
was DRuin as Royall Oke, whoſe toppe be- 
ing already periwiggd with ſnowy age , Was 
fickly and impotent and ſubjett to many indi(- 
pohtions, therefore hee feard that hee being hts 
fole Maſculin plant, and the ſtaffe and comfort 
of his age, it had already wrought ſome ill 
impreſsions in him, that he wanted him ſo long 
beyond the propoſed time. Beſides the eyes of | 
all Daulna were fixd upon him, and 
hee being their next ſucceeding hopes , this 
|his ſo long abſence might produce ill effefts ,

Olive himſelfe with the reſt of the royall 
ſtemme, accompanied him a dayes journey of, and 
never were ſcene {treighter embracements, and out- 
ward arguments of love and reiterated endearements 
berweene any, then berweene the Olive and Rocalino at 
their departure. 

But Villerio and Chenandra parted nor fo lovingly, 


Villerio telling him, That hee acknowledged 
himſelfe unmeafurably obligd, to the royall 
eMajeſfty of the Olive, and the reſt of the 
Princely branches in an eternalltyeof grati-

_ Prince Rocalino taking his leave of the Lady Amira, 
was delird by herto ſeca Veſtal Saint in his way as he 


in theaire, and appeare as freſh asa roſe, though ſhe 
was ſo furrowd with age, that ſhc lookdlike a ſpirir 
kepr in a bagge by ſome conjurer, 

Bur hee comming thicher, and ſhee mingling dil- 
courſe with him a long time, the ſubſtance whereof 
was for the moſt part, that he ſhould bee good tothe 
Petropolitans in Druina,and to beſtowan alme amongſt 
her poore veltall fiſters, there could no elevations be 
dilcernd, or any ſudden changes at all in her, or any 
other miraculous feates, though ſhee could have ne- 


ver ſhewd them in better company. Prince Rocalino 


being conveniently attended to the Sea fide, and with 
extreame hazard embarkd, a private inſtrument was 
diſpatchd in his name to Elaiavas Court with inſtruti- 
ons to Sopbronis to ſtay the delivery of the proxy, till 
further directions from him ; But theſe inftructions 
were not to bee delivered untill the Ratification had 
come from Petropolr:. 

In che interim great preparations were made againſt 


the celebration of the nuptials, The Lady Amira ap- 
plyed 


paſſd, who was then cried up for miracles; In ſome 
[divine exerciſes ſhe was reported to be often lifred up 
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 [plizd her ſelfe daily ro learne Druinas language, the 
Soveraigne Miniſters which repreſented the perſon of 
Druinas Monarke, carried themſelves rather like ſub- 
{jets towards her, then Ambaſſadours; Many rich | 
accoultrements and preſents ſhee had provided for | 
Prince Rocalino, Her family wasaflignd her, her of- 
ficers diſtinguiſhd, And (which weigheth much with 
the, fpr the reality of the thing) Sophronio had pro-| 
vided a great number of brave liverics for his atten- 
dants,as rich as any that ever were-worn in that Court, 
[and matrers were cryed up with ſuch a ccrtizude, 
that the mart went rweaty to one,the buſineſle would 
rake. 

Ac laſt the Ratification came plenary, and ablolure 
from Perropolts, but a cunning rumor went our, ithad 
come ſome weekes before, upon which the private 
inſtructions which were ſentin Prince Rocalino's name 
were antictpaced by Sopbronio, who while he remaind 
anxious and tearefull ro picferre a private order to the 
prejudice of the high Commiſſion of Druina's Mo- | 
narke under the greatelt ſcalc, which noxe can counter- | 
maund or ſuſpend but the (ame power" that gives it, hee | 
proceeded {till untill new inſtruQtions camefrom the 
Royall Oke himlfelfe to ſtay the delivery of the faid 
PEOay ; | | 
And that whereas before be treated jingly of 
a match, hee ſhould now joyne the Reſtitution 
of Baccharia with it, for he would not marry 
Rocalino in joy, and leave ( arbaſilis in 
Leares. | | 

Sophronio ſolliciting the royall Olive upon the new 
Commiſſion, and norrecciving a ſatisfactory politive | 
anfyver, had order to depart that Court, andſoall | 
was daſhd to pceces. | |

as well as mechanical, it is farre eaſter to pull

| Andtheworld adjudged Elaiana to be well apayed 


for the hard meaſure ſhe had offerd Prince Rocalizo, ro 
cantalize him ſo long with dilatory hopes, and let |. 
him returneat laſt without his crrand : For upon the | 
very point, when the buſineſle ſhould have beene con- 
ſummated, and the Lady Amira tendred, the motion 
may bee ſaid to have beene rejected as it were by 

Druina. | 

Many obſtacles concurrd to hinder this great 
worke. 

The maine of all,difterencein Religion ; for ſo fim- 
ple and blockiſh were they of Elaiana, thatthe com- 
mon voice was, Prince Rocalino came thither to make 
himſelfe a Chriſtian, And happy bad it beenefor that 
buſineſle, if he had never lodgdin the Royall Palace, 
but had taken one of his owne, wherein Druinas litur- 
gic, and the rites of her Church might have openly 
appeard to unbeguile thoſe filly wretches. 

The claſhings twixt Villerio, Sophronio, and Chenax- 
dra, who oppold itas long as twas lafe for him, the 
xpepens that were taken at Yillerios Commil- 
10N. 

But pitty it was,thar the intendments of Soveraigne 
Princes, ſpecially ſuch an action as that, which con- 
ccrnd the incolumity and peace of all the Weſterne 
world, rhe quenching of thoſe fires in Rhenuſium, the 


reinvelting of (arbafils in Baccharia, which as it was 
| then | 
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then given out, ſhould be redeliyercd at the inſtance of 
|the Lady Amira after the Match, ro ingratiat her ſelfe 
thereby the more to the Druinians, belides a mighty 
advantage of commerce, for no Country is able to doe 
DaniNa more good and leſſe hurt then Elaiana ; | ſay 
what pity it was, that all this ſhould bee fruftrared by 
privat pasſions and intereſts. | 

Another rub in the way, was the diſaffetion of 
thoſe Miniſters that were ſenc laſt ro Druinato finith all 
things, eſpecially one of them, and he the chiefeſt, whoſe 
heart did notgo along with the bulineſſe. 

It was alſo diſcovered that the Luranians (of whom 
mulcitudes ſubſift by che Olipe, who if the buſineſle 
had taken effe& had beene diſmiſſed, and that Crowne 
disburdened of thoſe Penſions they received, but they 
preferring to ſticke there rather to a certaintie, then to 
ſecke new fortunes, and begin the world againe in 
their owne Soyle) did no good offices in the conduct 
| ofthis buſineſſe. | 
| Beſides 'rwwas thought the Ampelonian,and the Myriles 
| Ambaſſadors, with others there Reſident, were not 
idle. 

Furthermore it had beene wiſhed that ſome had 
had more Diſcretion joynd with their Zeale to this great 
buſinefſe, which ſhould have made them more cau- 
tious and reſervd in their ſpeeches and behaviour, 
and complied better with the humour of the Elaianians, 


againſt wh6 & the poverty of that countrie,they would 


Some ſayd, if they had left an eye behinde them 
in Elatana, they would not come thither tofetch 
it againe ; Others, that they would never returne 


thither unleſſe it were to Conquer her , Others, 
o- that 


openly inveigh and gibe ar, even in the Royall Palace.| 
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that they would never ſee her apaine unleſſe were 
in a Mappe ; Others would ſay, they thought 
there was no Reſurrettion out of her ground. 


Which puts me in mind of that boyſterous Buffon, 
who ſaydin the Royall preſence of Elaianas Monarque, 


that his Maſter was neareſt and likeſt to God 
eAlmighty of any King upon Earth, and being 
aſked why ? Hee anſwered that God Almighty 
had but onely one Sonne, and Hee was ſent to bee 
Crucified by lewes ; eAnd Druinas Keng alſo 
having but one, hee ſent him to bee crucified by 
Elatanians. 


But for Rocalizo himſelfe, as Elaiana rings of the 
renowne of that heroique Enterprize, and will doe\to all 
Poſteritie, ſo to this day his memorie and fame is freſh 
in that Court, for his ſage and Princelie comportment, 
mixd with ſuch a becomming gravitie, that it ſured 
with the very genius of that Nation, where 4 Prince 
without gravitie, is ſaid to be like a Peacock without a Tayle. 
Whence it may be inferrd, thar though the maine buſt- 
neſſe tooke not(which continues a darke kind of riddle 
to this day)yet Rocalino gaind much in poynt of honour, 
beſides the mighty experience( which is the great Looking- 
|elaſſe of Wiſdome) he purchaſed thereby. 

Never was Lady lo gallantly courted , no not 
Daphne her {clfe ( whom the amorous god converted 
to a Laurell) was woo'd with that braverie, and 
ſtrength of affection, which was ſhewed with that fer- 
vot,that Elaianavery poorely made uſe of it,to gainetime 
& ger ſtricter conditions; for as I heard one of them ſay,

Love iu likea Pare of Charcole, which meeting 
with 
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with the wind its contrary, makes it turne more 
ardent ; Or like a rapid torrent which juſhing a- 
gainit a damme ſwells bigher ; ſo love meeting 
with oppoſition growes hotter and ſtronger. 


But a moſt unworthy thing it was, and whichall 
the world cryed outat, to makethis his heat of love, 
and comming thither, two acts which ſhould have 
accelerated the bulineſſe, to turne to his diſadvantage. 
Bur it hath thriven with them accordingly, for it is ob- 
ſervd that their affaires up and downe the world ever 
ſince have thriven but very odly. 

Afeer his departure it was diſputed pro & con, whe- 
ther that affection whereof he had ſhewed luch brave 
ceſtimonies, was reall or no; howſoever it was granted 
by both ſides, that Rocalino had'purchaſed a high opi- 
nion of honour by it ; forif- it was reall, hee ſhewed 
himſelfe co bea great maſter of his affections, that he 
could checke and call them home ſo ſoone ; If it was 
otherwile, it diſcovered a high poynt of wiſedome, to 
at the part of an Amoriſt ſo lively and pathetically, | 
Had that blind Greeke, one of the Mules firſt Prieſts, bin 
contemporarie to this heroique adventure, how proud 
had hee beene of ſo ſublime a ſubject to heighten his 
fancie, a ſubject indeed adequate to Apollo himlelfe and 
his whole quire of Daughters; And I cannot wonder 
enough, that none all this while to whom Ex meliore | 
luto finxit precordiaTitan have notemployed their Talent 
co this taske, conſidering therareneſle, and richnefle of 
che matter. 

But to reſume my diſcourſe,Sophrogio having received 
that foreſaid new command fromthe Royall Oke,went 
ro propound theentire & ſpeedy ſurrender of Baccharia.

and in regard the envie which was drawne upon

other proofe but publike fame. 

In theſe times a warlike fleet was prepar'd againſt 
Ampelona, in regard the Fine had not performd cer- 
raine capitulations, that were promiſed the Royall 
Oke in ga of the Eyſebjans there, beſides one moi- 
tic of the Lady Aretines dower was not ſentaccording 
ro Article, with other provocations and ſecret mo- 
tives. 

The encerpriſc fayling, though the firſt Invaſion 
(and would hcaven had pleafd the retreat had beene 
anſwerable) was made with as bravea reſolution as 
any martiall attempt could poſſibly be, and in mana- 
ging the Souldier Yillerio, with the reſt, ſhewed unde-

mazement of all the world, by a fatall ftroake which 
was given him with a ſmall contempribleinſtrument, 
and with ſuch an admirable adyantage,thart it was im-

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poſſible cither by ſlight or art, or ſtrength of engine, 
ro diſpatch one ſooner our of this world , And which 


pregnant,beheld him thus felld,and weltring upon the 
ground preſcatly after. 


T hus fell that procere goodly faire timberd 
Elme in the fulneſſe of his ſtrength, who had ſo 
long flouriſh'd under the gracious branches of two 
Royall Okes, having led halfe hi life in that 
height of fortune, and affluence of all earthly 
pleaſure; who being thus fallen, many infe- 
rior Trees grew great out of his boughs, Fn ſo 
much that the ſaying of the Philoſopher,who 
being askd,what was a doing in heaven,anſwerd, 
Magnz ollz franguntur, & ex fruſtisea- 
rum minores fiunt, mought haye beene not 
improperly applied to what then paſſdin Dru- 
ina. Out of this ſad (ataitrophe may bee 
drawne this leſſon , *{ hat great ones may ſe- 
cure themſelves from guilt, but not from en-

This ſome ſay went to the very heart of Elatana, 
who in regard of that notable adyantage, and addi- 
tion of united power the Uine got hereby, would have 
[found ſome way or other to haverelievd Petrina, had 
ſhe thought Druina would have milld ir. 

The great Aſſembly aforeſaid rejoynd, and mett 
againein one body, and now he that was ſuppoſd to 
be the cauſe ofthe rempelſt being throwne overboard, 
[there were great hopes a calme ſhould enſue, but the 
ſtorme conrinucd as furious as ever, and unlucky paſ-| 
ſions bluſtred as much, if not more, than they had 
done formerly in Yillerios time. 

They flew a freſh _—_ other great Officers and

chings ; And indeed this is one of the greateſt ſcandals 
and brands, that not only Perropoly, but other Forre- 
ners(who have with her forſaken Petropoliz) caſtupon 
Druina. Tiz. that her Eccleſiaſticall Ordinances are 
the commands and injunctions of this ſecular power, 
and members of this Aſſembly, who, not only con- 
firme (which may become them well enough, andis 


did in that lower great Aſſembly, hee was anſwerd 
pleaſantly, That they were making of anew (reed; Ano- 
ther was over-hcard to ſay, that hee could not bee quiet in 
his Conſcience, untill the holy text ſhould be confirmd by av 


Aft of theirs. Whence may bee inferrd, that ſome of 
them belecve, it belongs ro them to make ſanttions,as 
well as ſtatutes.

This inducd the Royall Oke, though hebereſpon- 
ſible to none for an account of his actions bur to the 
high Majeſtic of Heaven, to publiſh an open proteſt 
unto the world, for the ſatisfaction of his better ſort of

on a while, yer pinch them in commerce every way, 
and to be fureto keep them at the ſtaves end. Bombycina 
hath a ſaying, Thar #he Prince, who upon every commoti- | 
on of the ſubjef, ruſheth preſently into open war, tt like him 
who ſets his owne houſe a fire to roaſt hu egges. Kings 
have many wayes to meer with their people, beſides 
effuſion of bloud, and profufion of treaſure, they have 
long reaches.
